GERMAN EXPERTS 
REFUSE 10 ACCEPT 
ALLIED PROPOSAL 


Dr. Schacht Informs 


Young Reservations Are 
Obnoxious to Germany; 
Allies Reply Today. 


BELIEF IS STRONG 
THAT ALL IS OVER) 


10-Year-Old Problem Re- 
mains Unsolved After 
Fifteen Weeks of Effort 
By Financiers. 


Paris, May 26.—(#/)—Definite an- 
houncement that the reparations con- 
ference has failed to reach an agree- 
ment is looked for by many in touch 
with the experts following a brief 
Sunday morning session at which Dr. 
Hjalmar Schacht, spokesman for the 

yermans, laid his cards on the table 
to Owen D. Young, American chair- 
man of the conference. 

Dr. Schacht, it is understood, stood 
pat on his proposals. The ereditors 
will have their final say Monday and 
they also are believed to have made 
up their minds to stick by their guns 

The German spokesman, is credited, 
én brief, with rejecting the allied 
reservations to his reservations and 
the allies will not accept the Ger- 
man reservations unless they are much 
modified by their own reservations, 
Therefore, conference observers see no 
hope for that “complete and final set- 
tlement” which the experts had so 
confidently expected to reach at the 


beginning of their work weeks ago. 


Dr. Schacht today told Mr. Young 
exactly where the Germans stood and 
Mr. Young passed it on to the credi- 
tors at the brief meeting. When the 
creditors, after sleeping on it, give 
their answer to Mr. Young Monday, 
the American chairman, knowing the 
width of the gulf between the payor 
and the payee, will determine whether 
there is a chance for compromise. 

Predictions in conference circles are 
that the gulf will not be bridged and 
a plenary sesison will be called to 
find a synonym for “failure” and 
gather all points of view into a re- 
port so the individual governments 
ean try their hand at settling the 
10-year-old problem.

Sturdivant, commanding the special 
plain clothes detail credited with their 
capture, announced late Sunday night, 
the prediction being based, he said, 
on the finding of “soup,” dynamite, 
caps, braces, bits and other tools in 
their possession,

nue. They were arrested shortly after

UF EXTRA SESSION 


Three Important Bills 
Must Be Passed Before 
Congress Can Consider 
Summer Recess. 


Washington, May 26.—()—Con- 
gress is at the cross roads this week 
on the extra session program of Pres- 
ident Hoover with final action in 
prospect on the tariff bill 
house, on the census reapportionment 
measure in the senate and on the 
farm relief bill in the conference be- 
tween the senate and house. 

With those three propositions 
of the way, the administration 
ready to sanction a recess until the 
middle of September if the senate will 
first fix a definite time for a vote 
on the tariff measure.

Paris May 26.—(4)—The proposed 
congressional postponement by Amer- 
iea of payment for war stocks from 
the French government is regarded 
momentarily in semi-official circles 
as a reasonably satisfactory solution 
of that problem. in quarters where 
comment was to be had it was agreed 
that this and allied problems must 
await outcome of the reparations set- 
tlement before anything can be said. 

If the experts now in’ Paris make 
a satisfactory settlement of the rep- 
arations question it is likely that Pre- 


| mier Poincare will ask parliament to 


ratify the Mellon-Berenger agreement. 
Tt the experts disagree it still is pos- 
sible for ~the governments eoncerned 
to reach a settlement and in that case 
ithe debt accord still can be ratified.

ALASKAN STEAMER 
SINKS, 231 SAVED 


Pride of Fleet Strikes 
Submerged Rock and 
Sinks Quickly; Loss Is

Seattle, Wash., May 
Radio dispatches received here said 
the Alaska Steamship Company's liner 
Aleutian struck a rock in Yuak bay 
on the jagged coast of Kodiak Riau 
Alaska, early today and sank in deep 
water. 

Her crew of 135 and 156 passengers 
were taken off by the coast geodetic 
survey steamship Surveyor and were 
being taken to Seward, Alaska, 200 
miles northeast of Kodiak.

Although the men were tired and 
deaf from almost seven and one-half 
days of exposure to the roar of a 
whirlwind motor they were so happy 
they forgot their aching muscles and 
long sleepless vigits. 

The crowd, variously estimated at 
20,000 to 30,000, swept ail police bar- 
riers and fences asid and almost 
erushed the plane before the flyers 
could alight. Heavy ropes strung on 
iron posts set in concrete went down 
before the rush. ‘The police cordon, 
which formed the second line of de 
fense, soon had to run to keep up 
with the head of the crowd. 

A lane finally was made through 
the crowd and Mrs. Robbins, her five- 
year-old son, Jack. and Mrs, Kelly 
were carried through on the shoulders 
of men. All three of them tried to 
greet the fliers at once. 

Able To Walk. 

When the crowd was pushed back 
sufficiently to allow photographers to 
set up their cameras Robbins and Kel- 
ly alighted, stiff and sore, but well 
able to move on their own feet. The 
field was a sea of mud. Police finally 
manged to push the crowd back suffi- 
ciently to allow the fliers to reach 
automobiles and come to town for a 
shave and a meal. One floor of the 
Fort Worth Club was turned over to 
them. 

The landing itself was a matter of 
fact. When the silver endurance ship 
finally did swing up wind, turn lazily 
and glide to the field it seemed as if 
something tremendous in the way of 
an ovation or a spectacle should 
climax the nerve-wracking effort.

Tactics ot Democratic Bill 


Minority Has No Right 

Te Howl as Underwood 
Schedule Set Precedent, 
Says Sullivan. 


BY MARK SULLIVAN. 

Washington, May 26.—A judgment 
which should steer justly between 
Partisan expressions about the new 
tariff would begin by saying that as 
respects manner of voting on the 
bill, it is a case of tweedle-dee and 
tweedie-dum. The republican major- 
ity in this congress has adopted a 
rule which in effect prevents any vot- 
ing on amendments, or, indeed, any 
effective proposing of amendments ex- 
eept such as are sponsored by the re- 
publican members of the committee 
Writing the bill. In short, the bill 
that passes the house Tuesday aft- 
ernoon is the bill that was written by 
the 15 republican members of the 
Ways and means committee, and no 
one we will have had any direct hand 
in | . 


This is frankly admitted by the. re- 
publicans. As Leader Tilson puts it. 
“Ours is the responsibility. We are 
Shouldering that responsibility and 
Shall carry it in the manner that 
seems best to us.” Thereupon the 
democrats charge that the method is, 
in the language of Congressman Bank- 
head, of Alabama, “Extraordinarily 
autocratic and repressive.” ‘To this 
the republicans have a reply that 
18 Usually satisfactory in politics. 
The method used by the republicans 
may he, indeed is, “autocratic and re- 
pressive,” but “extraordinary’’ it cer- 
tainly is not. 

Too Bulky for Study. 

It is not extraordinary because the 
democrats, when they last passed a 
tariff bill, the Underwood one, used 
“a method which differs from the pres- 
ent republican method only as the pot 
differs in blackness from the kettle. 
The republicans prevent amendments 
from being voted on or effectively pro- 
posed. The democrats, in their day, 
permitted amendments but first took 
the precaution of holding a caucus 
and binding every democrat in ad- 
vance to vote against every amend- 
ment. As a comparison of relative 
“hog-tying’ the democratic method 
was rather the more rigorous. 

The disinterested fact is that there 
are sound reasons ‘or the use of the 
hog-tying method by both parties. As 
Republican Leader Tilson put __ it. 
“there are 10,000 items on this bill.” 
including items unchanged and 
changed. Many of “the items in this 
bill are related and inter-related” in 
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a manner so intricate that free 
amendment would lead to “such a 
hedge-podge that it would be an: im- 
possible proposition.” 

May Defeat G. O. P. 


The method, to be sure, carries lia- 
bilities for the republicans, of which 
the democrats will make much in the 
congressional campaign next year. It 
is as a forehanded storing up of cam- 
paign material that the democrats 
make their outcry against the method, 
It is a fact that the method will pre- 
vent or “save’—use whichever word 
you like—republicans and all mem- 
bers of congress from voting sepa- 
rately on some strong disputed items. 
There will be no separate roll call 
on sugar, or on brick, or on cement, 
or on shingles. 

This may work either to excuse or 
to accuse members who come up for 
election next year in districts where 
one or more of these particular in- 
creases are resented. As to sugar, 
it was stated, whether accurately or 
not, by Congressman LaGuardia, of 
New York, to be “absolutely true” 
that the duty on sugar “does not 
meet with the approval of a majority 
of the house and therefore not with 
the approval of a majority of the 
American people.” This estimate can- 
not be tested, because under the rule 
adopted by the republicans there will 
be no separate yote on sugar. 

Can't Vote Against Section. 

As to another item, the impor- 
tant provision giving the president 
discretion to make changes in rates, 
A really impressive constitutional ar- 
gument against this was made by’ one 
of the leading republicans, James M. 
Beck, -of Pennsylvania. By the re- 
publican rule, there will be no sep- 
arate vote on this provision. In the 
roll call on the bill as a. whole‘ on 
Tuesday, Congressman Beck can only 
vote against the discretionary provi- 
sion by leaving his party and voting 
with the democrats against the bill 
as a whole. Otherwise he must swal- 
low his argument. 

All this. however. about the method 
of enacting the bill, is in the nature 
of shadow-boxing. Its principal aim 
is to provide ammunition for the con- 
tests over congressional seats next 
vear. It is the sort of thing each 
party does whenever it is the minor- 
ity,. whenever it is wn the outside 
trying to get in. 
bearing on the merit of the tariff bill 
as a whole. 

Parties Not Distinguished. 

As respects the fundamental merit 
of the measure, there is no real line-up 
between low tariff and high tariff 
There is no real line-up between dem- 
ocrats and republicans. The demo- 
crats are not really making a fight 
against this bill.

Waters on Eve of — 
Conciliat:on. 


Rome, May 26.—(#)—-Well-inform- 
ed prelates close to the Vatican, while 


not concealing their chagrin over some 
of the utterances yesterday by Premier 
Mussolini in his speéch to the senate 
on the laterian accords, today were 
firmly convinced that Pope Pius XI 
will sign the formal ratification of the 
accords despite the openly-expressed 
difference of opinions on methods of 
education. 

The ceremony of exchange of rati- 
fications, for which the way was 
cleared by the senate approval yester- 
day, is due to occur shortly after the 
return of King Emmanuel from his 
cruise to the Aegean sea. 

The prelates, while refusing to he 
quoted, expressed surprise that the 
premier should have used the exact 
words of the pope in his speech on 
May 14, “intractable” and “intran- 
scigeant,” in almost jocular juxtapo- 
sition. 

Non-Italian Cardinals. 
However, all paid tribute to the 
sincerity of purpose and patriotism of 
Mussolini and were grateful for his 
clear-cut statement that the treaties 
were not intended to Italianize the 
holy see or to Vaticanize Italy, but 
that the Vatican city and Italy are 
as far apart politically as Paris or 
Warsaw and Rome. 

It was considered as not beyond the 
range of possibilities that at the 
forthcoming consistory of the pope 
might.take Mussolini at his word and 
create a number of new non-Italian 
cardinals, thereby asserting the uni- 
versality and non-Italian character of 
the church.

SUNBURN AND TAN. 

A coat of tan was formerly a ca- 
lamity in the eyes of fashion. A few 
years ago I received lots of inquiries 
from readers who had _ incautiously 
acquired a little tan while on sum- 
mer vacation and now wished to be 
rid of it in a hurry. Today no such 
inquiries come in. Now the young 
people are counterfeiting a coat of 
tan when they are unabie to acquire 
a natural one. 

It is not necessary to be burned in 
order to become tanned. Physicians 
using ultra-violet light, whether from 
the sun or from a lamp, strive to 
avoid even mild burning of the skin 
treated. Some authorities on the use 
of ultra-violet light for the preven- 
tion of rickets in infants believe the 
treatment is most efficacious when 
the dosage igs so small and so infre- 
quent as to prevent even tanning. 
Heretofore physicians have assume. 
that the process of tanning was at 
lease & good index that the ultraviolet 
light was accomplishing the desire 
cure. At any rate, in hospitals where 
sun bathing and artificial ultra-violet 
treatment is used extensively, the 
children with all forms of tubercu- 
losis do develop a deep mahogany tan 
of the whole body surface as the tu- 
berculous lesion or process becomes 
arrested. The texture and _ healthi- 
ness of the skin seem to improve with 
the tanning. When a patient has ac- 
quired a rich mahogany tan his skin 
seems always warm, and the patient 
feels comfortable. when and where 
most of us would be chattering with 
cold. 

Sunburn is an extremely unpleas- 
ant accident and in severe cases it [s 
quite as serious as a burn of equal 
area from fire. Even a mild or first 
degree sunburn (simple reddening of 
the skin without formation of blis- 
ters) does not hasten the tanning 
process and so the young indoor dwell- 
er who seeks a coat of tan in a short 
summer vacation had better be cau- 
tious about exposing the skin to the 
sunlight. It isa good plan to follow 
a graduated schedule, exposing the 
skin only five or ten minutes at a 
time, for three successive times, the 
first day; increasing the periods of 
exposure only five minutes a day. 
Where the sunlight is strong and 
nearly vertical, even these short ex- 
posures may prove too long. 

For the relief of first degree burn 
(whether from sunlight, are lamp or 
mercury vapor quartz lamp, or fire) 
calamin Jotion is grateful, and this 
may be followed by a smearing of 
the reddened skin with boric ointment 
or with freshly made cold cream. Cal- 
amin lotion is much used as a sooth- 


ing skin troubles and consists of a 


oxid and calamin powders, one dram 
of glycerin, two ounces each of limé 
water and 5 per cent phenol solutien, 
and enough rose water or plain wa- 
ter to fill the half pint bottle. This 
must be shaken up and the lotion 
patted upon the skin with the hands, 
without rubbing. ca 
When the burn is of the second 
degree (blisters) the same care must 
be taken as in dressing a fresh 
wound, at least in the first few days. 
Most of the popular remedies do moré 
harm than good. Never apply ca> 
bolic (phenol) in any form where 
there is blister or abrasion or open 
wound. . Only sterile salve should 
used, if any. If the box of salre 
has been previously opened or used, it 
is no longer sterile, if it ever. was. 
Plain petrolatum from a collapsible 
tube is preferable to any home-made 
oil or grease or salve. Many pro- 
prietary ointments offered for burns 
contain phenol or some phenol deriva- 
tive. and will inevitably delay the

We took off at 11:33 a. m., Sun- 
day, May 19, from the manicipal] air- 
port here and landed on the same field 
at 4:05 p. m. Sunday, May 26. 
There were several more hours in 
our ship had we cared to risk a crash. 

The primary purpose of our flight 
was to advance the cause of commer- 
cial aviation. We both feel that a 
proper regard for safety is one of the 
first qualifications of a pilot. 

We were tired but not overtaxed 
when we landed. Two doctors have 
examined us and pronounced us both 
in normal physical condition with the 
excéption of being slightly deaf. This 
will wear off in a few days. 

There was more nervous strain dur- 
ing the first 48 hours than at any 
other time. After we had completed 
two days and nights in the air we be- 
gan to lose our nervousness and felt 


in ourselves, 

At various times during the flight 
we became slightly groggy, but at no 
time did we lose the balance or con- 


trol of the plane. Airsickness worried 
us both during the figst 28 hours, but 
this must have been caused by nerv- 
ousness, because the air was smoother 
and neither of us are susceptible to 
airsickness.

Our future plans are at present 
rather vague. We have received offers 
of contracts of many types, including 
several vandeville contracts.

We spent 
a lot of time studying ‘the facts about 
the Question Mark flight and reached 
the conclusion that success. was as 
probable with one motor as with three, 
if the load the tri-motored plane car- 
ried was so heavy that two motors 
would not keep it up. 

One Set of Spark Plugs. 

Particular study of the rocker-arm 
troubles of the Question Mark was 
made also. The rocker arms on our 
motor were greased twice daily. No 
other work on the motor was neces- 
sary, although we were prepared to 
replace spark plugs if necessary, or 
change other engifit parts. 

One set of spark plugs carried us 
through t'.: flight. No other part of 
the engine was badly wérn and when 
we came down today our motor was 
gone over and declared to be in ex- 
cellent condition by E. M. Walsh, 
engine expert from the Wright Aero- 
nautical corporation. 

The linen was somewhat frayed on 
parts of the plane but the covering 
was not in bad cendition. 
was re-covered with new 
preparation for flight. 

The Ryan brougham, in which we 
made the flight, was rebuilt accord- 
ing to our own ideas of aviation en- 
gineering. The roof was removed 
from the back half of the cabin in 
order to make refuelling easier. The 
funnel, connecting with the extra gas- 
oline tank which occupied the middle 
section of our Fart Worth, was on 
the right side of the ship. It was on 
the outside of the ship. We consid- 
ered this safer than to have the fun- 
nel in the center of the ship. 

Praise Refuelling Pliots. 

One of the gravest dangers in «a 
flight of this kind is the possibility 
of fire. We had to exercise unusual 
care in preparations for refuelling as 
well as the actual process of trans- 
ferring gasoline from plane to plane 
for that reason. Generation of elec- 


linen in 


tricity either from the propeller or 
from friction was guarded against by 
a copper ground wire attached to the 
refuelling hose and clamped to the 
funnel during contact. 

_K. K. Hoffman, pilot of the refuel- 
ling ship, and H. 8S. Jones, co-pilot of 
the ship, deserve much of the credit 
for the success of oyr flight. Their 
iron nerve and remarkable piloting 
skill was responsible for seventeen 
successful refuellings. Ten or fifteen 
gallons of gasoline were spilled once 
when we failed to make contact be- 
cau : a rag stuffed in the refuelling 
funnel had not been removed before 
contact was made. 

The last refuelling, this morning, 
was accomplished in a driving rain. 
We are not sure but believe this is 
the first time an airplane has ever 
been refuelled in midair during a rain 
storm. 

The refueling ship, which was also 
a Ryan Brougham, had a hole in the 
battom of it through which Jones 
dropped the hose. This hose was 37 
feet in length. Contact was usually 
made by using only 20 feet of the 
hose. Several times only ten feet 
of the hose were used. 

Air Smooth In Morning. 

We refueled three times daily dur- 
ing the flight, with the exception of 
one day when our reserve supply of 
gasoline was so high that we refueled 
only once. Early morning and early 
evening were the hours we chose for 
this delicate and -dangerous opera- 
tion. 

The air is smoother at that time 
and there is leas danger of planes be- 
ing buffeted by air “bumps” while 
flying close together. In the morn- 
ing, usually around six o'clock, we 
took on 110 gallons of gasoline. At 
night, in two contacts, we would take 
130 or 140 gallons. Four and one- 
half gallons of oil were given us twice 
daily. 

With the oil we got our food, let- 
ters and other supplies. which were 
lowered in a canvas sack dropped by 
the refueling ship immediately after 
the refueling contact was broken. 

Hoffman had worked out a definite 
set of signals with us and the re- 
fueling was accomplished with almost 


clock-like precision. Some persons con- 
sider a remarkable feature of our 
flight the fact that the first transfer 
of gasoline between our endurance 
ship and the refueling plane was made 
after the flight had been in progress 
almost 24 hours. 

We did not consider this remark- 
able as we had full confidence in 
our ability to perform the feat. The 
day before the Fort Worth took off 
we practiced the refueling - contact 
three times with Hoffman and Jones. 
However, no fuel was actually trans- 
ferred. We took off with 250 gal- 
lons of gasoline, which lasted us 
through the first night of the flight. 

Accident Procedure. 

In case of an accident we agreed on 
the procedure we were to follow. The 
endurance ship was to pull to the left 
and down while the refueling ship was 
to pull to the right and up.

Former Prisoner Appointed 


T2 SERVED TO SHIELD WOMAN COMPANION 


Philadelphia, May 26.—()—The 
Philadelphia Record said today it had 
learned from an authoritative source 
that Henry G. Brock, socially promi- 
nent banker who served three years 
in the Eastern penitentiary, would be 
named a member of the board of pris- 
on inspectors. The appointment, it 
was stated, would be made by the 
board of prison judges June 4 and is 
certain to be accepted. 

Election of a former inmate of the 
prison as a member of the board is 
without local precedent. 

Back in 1923 Brock was charged 
with having killed three persons, two 
women and a boy, with an automo- 
bile. It was believed a woman was 
driving the car at the time of the 
accident but Brock, refusing to di- 
vulge the name of his companion, 
pleaded guilty and was sentenced to 
serve from 6 to 10 years. 

He was characterized as a model 
prisoner from the beginning of his 
term. His interest in the welfare of 
the other prisoners caused them to 
seek his friendship. 

Brock saw that hundreds of men 
were wasting their lives away in 


idieness and brooding over their mis- 
fortune. His wealth enabled him to 
purchase tools and machinery, he set 
an example of industry, and soon the 
“Spirit of Brock’? was noted through- 
out the prison. 

Workshops inside the walls hummed 
with activity and there was keen com- 

tition to excel in workmanship. 

rom the prison shops came beautiiul 
objects in hammered brass, ship mod- 
els, toys and articles of wearing ap- 
parel, all- of which found a nearby 
market on the outside. 

Even after he was pardoned in 
1926 Brock did not forget those he 
had left behind and he has done much 
to make prison life a little brighter. 

Late in the winter of 1923 Brock 
and his unnamed companion were re- 
turning to Philadelphia from St. Da- 
viss, Pa. Their car struck and kille« 
Mrs. Ellen. O’Donnell, her son, and 
Miss Mary Murphy. When he was 
arraigned Brock threw himself on the 
mercy of the court and pleaded guilty 
to three indictments. The plea was 
no surprise to his friends who knew 
he was shielding someone and that 
he would take all the blame.

SCHOOL ‘HIRED’ 


ATHLETES IS 
CHARGE MADE 


Conference Committee 
Makes Expulsion Fol- 
lowing Secret Meet. 


Chicago, May 26.—(AP)—" 


Climaxing one of the most tur- 
bulent years since its organiza- 
tion in 1896, the Big Ten ath- 
letic conference has expelled 
the University of lowa from its 
membership on a charge of 
violating the rule against sub- 
sidizing athletes. 

The drastic action, which stunned 
the entire conference group by its sud- 
denness, was taken last night by the 
faculty committee on inter-collegiate 
athletics, and was surrounded by 
secreey. The committee was holding 
its annual meeting in connection with 
the Big Ten outdoor track and. field 
championships at Northwestern uni- 
versity. 

The committee refused to enumerate 
specific charges against the Iowa City 
institution, merely announcing the 
school had been expelled. Neither 
Major John L. Griffith. commissioner 
of athletics of the Big Ten, nor mem- 
bers of the committee would elabo- 
rate on the action today, even to the 
extent of telling when the expulsion 
would become effective. 

Dr. Louis Pelzer, Iowa representa- 
tive on the faculty committee said 
the group was bound not to divulge 
details at .this time, but indicated 
the expulsion would go into effect 
January 1, 1930. 

University of Iowa officials and 
the campus of the schools were stun- 
ned by the information. There had 
been rumors that “a member of the 
Big Ten” was to be investigated in 
conection with reports of subsidizing 
athletes, but Iowa faculty members 
said they had no idea that their school 
was involved. 

President Walter Jessup, of Towa. 
called a meeting of all members of 
the athletic department to hear Ir. 
Pelzer's report. 


Towa S tudents 
Make Protest. 


Iowa City, Iowa, May 26.—(Unit- 
ed News.)—-The University of Iowa 
student body registered its first pro- 
test today against the ousting of the 
school from Big Ten athletic competi- 
tion, by marching to the home of 
President Walter A, Jessup and de- 
manding the details of the affair. 

Flaunting placards bearing the 
words “Go to College at a Profit,” 
“Subsidized Athletes” and “We Want 
to Know Why,” the students marched 
up to the executive and informed him 
that he had been chosen to represent 
the students in protesting against the 
action of the western conference ath- 
letic directors. 

“I know nothing more than has 
been in the newspapers,” President 
Jessup told the students. “As I un- 
derstand it, we are not out of the 
Big Ten. The conference has simply 
used one of its devices by refusing to 
schedule athletic contests with lowa 
after January 1, 1929.”

New Mail Regulations Aid 
To Business, Expert States 


Liberalization of regulations gov- 
erning the use of business reply en- 
velopes is bound to result in increased 
use by advertisers, in the opinion of 
S. Guthman, president of the Atlanta

“tinder the old ruling,” stated Mr. 
Guthman, “it was necessary for a firm 
using business reply envelopes to make 
out a detailed report. Now there is no 
further obligation other than that of 
paying the postage as the envelopes 
are returned.” 

Mr. Guthman, whose firm is a 
pioneer among the envelope makers 
of the south, is in position to judge 
the popularity of the business reply 
envelope since his company is called 
upon to manufacture’ thousands of 
such envelopes each day. He ealls at- 
tention also to the fact that the date 
limit for mailing reply envelopes is 
eliminated as well, under the new pos- 
tal ruling. and the wording hereafter 
will simply read: “No postage re-

do well to consult its postmaster for 
detailed information regarding’ the 
business reply envelopes and cards,’’ 
continued Mr. Guthman. “Of course, 
we have to keep well posted on such 
matters anid always have available 
a fund of information which we, too, 
will be glad to pass along to our cus- 
tomers.” 

One feature of the envelopes made 
by this old Georgia institution is the 
“stick-to-itiveness”’ of its flaps. This 
fact is due not only to the best quali- 
ty gum being used, but also to the rea- 
son that all envelopes are made up 
fresh to the customers’ order. Conse- 
quently the gum does not have a 
chance to “dry out” because the en- 
velopes do not lie around on shelves 
for days or weeks before being deliv- 
ered. 


HUNTER CO. REPORT 
SALES CONTINUE 
AS LAST WEEK 


Hunter Manufacturing & Commis- 
sion Company, New York, say: 

Our sales this week are about the 
same volume as last week. Grey goods 
and towels up with production, col- 
ored goods still behind. . Thirty-eight 
per cent of the eolored goods 
sold this week went for ex- 
port. It is interesting to note that 
for the first eight weeks of the second 
quarter, our total sales practically 
equal production. 

The feature of the week. has been 


the amount of business offering, par- 
ticularly on print cloths, for June- 
July-August delivery. These offers 
were originally put into the market 


‘some three weeks. ago, but received 


scant attention at that time. During 
the last few days some of the earlier 
deliveries have been secured, though 
the mills remain firm in declining the 
later deliveries. No August-Septem- 
ber goods have been secured. 
Curtailment talk has been spread- 
ing, and we are satisfied that we 
shall see considerable curtailment dur- 
ing July and August. Mills have pro- 


duced and disposed of an enormous 
vardage during the past five months, 
with very little profit. Intelligent 
regulation of production would cer- 
tainly be for the benefit of all, and 
would place the industry. in far 
stronger position for the active trad- 
ing of next September and October. 


The situation in textiles is seme- 


thing like that ins the automobile in- 
dustry, where April production set 
a record with 620.656 ears and trucks 
as compared with 410,104 in April, 
1928. Production for the first four 
months of 1929 also set a new record 
with 2,072,941 ears. It is generally 
recognized that this rate of produc- 
tion cannot be kept up and that pro- 
duction must soon commence to be 
curtailed, but it seems as if the auto- 
mobile industry regulated the matter 


of production with more celerity and | 


definiteness than the textile manu- 
facturers, 

There has been some improvement 
in the weather and we look for con- 
tinued good inquiry for finished 
goods; in fact, we do not see any 
marked decline in consumption of 
cotton goods in the near future, but 
production has been built up to the 
highest pitch of consumption. Is it 
not a pity that so good a demand 
shonld not be capitalized on a fair 
basis of profit? Denim mills and 
mills making sheetings and 
cases have already gone on a curtail- 


ment schedule.

The Business Baroenater 


BY THEODORE H. PRICE, 
Editor, Commerce and Finance, New York. 


The economic history of last week 
includes several developments’ that 
attracted wide attention. It is hard 
to say which of them was the most 
important as their relativity depends 
upon the point of view. 

In Wall Street the decision of the 
supreme court in the case of the St. 
Louis and O’Fallon railway is re- 
garded as an epoch-making pronounce- 
ment. Jt is generally construed as 
establishing the present cost of _re- 
production as a basis for the valua- 
tion to be put upon the railroads of 
the United States by the ‘interstate 
commerce commission, thereby adding 


sum upon which the railroads are 
entitled to earn 6 per cent before the 


act becomes operative. 

Upon this theory the railroad stocks 
had a sharp advance. Part of the 
gains were lost when it was realized 
that much additional litigation and 
time would be required to determine 
the final valuation, and that it was 
doubtful whether the roads would be 
permitted to raise their rates to a 
point that would yield the additional 
income to which the increased valua- 
tion would seem to entitle them under 
the ‘fair return’ provision of the act, 
President Hoover promptly grapsedi 


this rate bull by the horns, expressing 
the opinion that the decision would 
result in no advance. 

It is a complicated question, and 
it may be unwise to assume that it 
will be finally settled for several 


years. 
Wheat Declines. 

But outside of Wall Street the de- 
velopment that probably attracted 
most attention was the continued de- 
cline in wheat, which is now 
nearly to $1.00 a bushel, as com- 
pared with a high of $1.33 a _ bushel 
for the calendar year. The decline 
represents a depreciation of nearly 
$56,000,000 in the value of. the sur- 
plus supply that will have to be car- 
ried over, and a much greater de- 
crease in the sum that the American 


{ 


farmers will receive for the yield 
of 1929, unless a substantial advance 
in the value of the growing crop is 
established before it is marketed. It 
is too early for prophecy, but’ the 
possibility that the income of the 
farmers from their wheat, cotton and 
other cash crops this year will be 
less than last is disturbing to those 
who look ahead to the autumn, 

Then there is the money question 
which constantly raises its head and 
will continue to do so until what the 
reserve authorities consider a “sat- 
isfactory”’ reduction of brokers’ loans 
has been accomplished. The latest de- 
velopment is the action of the ad- 
visory committee of the federal re- 
serve system in recommending that 
the banks shall be allowed to raise 
their rediscount rate to 6 per cent. 
As the expected advance was not 
made last week the policy evidently 
is to hold it as a threat over the bull 
speculators, and the result has been 
a decline in stock prices which has 
carried even some of. the _ so-called 
“investment issues’ 25 points or more 
off from the season’s high. 

In the circumstances it is not very 
important that call money has been 
easier and that the reserve banks’ 
statement last week revealed the 
strongest position this year with a 
reserye ratio above 75 per cent. For 
what the authorities are concerned 
about is not the state of the central 
reserves but simply that so many un-

Cotton goods are quiet and more 
talk is heard of impending curtail- 
ment. <A slight improvement in the 
market for woolen fabrics is to be 
noted, and rubber has been quite ac- 
tive with wide fluctuations. Copper 
is well maintained at 18e a pound, 
and there is no doubt that the pro- 
ducing interests are so well organized 
that they can maintain that price if 
they care to do so. 


On the silk exchange confracts for | 


the future delivery of raw silk have 
declined somewhat sharply. The pre- 
sumptive reason is expectation of a 
large crop but even the experts ad- 
mit that the outlook is a confusing 
one, and continued speculative activ- 
itv in the commodities that we im- 
port from the Orient is to be expect- 
ed as it develops. 

The market for cotton futures has 
been relatively quiet at the equivalent 
of rather more than 18¢e a pound for 
new crop deliveries in the south, At 
below this price there is fairly good 
demand despite the widespread belief 
that the area planted will approach 
50,000,000 acres. Meanwhile the daily 
ups and downs reflect, respectively, 
rain or the lack of it. 

Contracts for sugar in the New 
ork futures market have declined to 
the lowest level at which they have 
ever sold despite the purchases of 
large suplies by the refiners and op- 
erators in anticipation of the tariff 
increase. These same supplies, which 
will want a market after the higher 
rate becomes effective, have driven the 
bulls, if there are any, to coyer, but at 
2 cents for delivery a full year ahead 
sugar is unprecedentedly cheap and 
the impossibility that its production 
in Cuba can be continued upon such 
a basis is apparent. 

Curtailment Scarce. 


In the industries a few signs of 
seasonal curtailment have appeared. 
The automobile manufacturers un- 
doubtedly have passed their peak, but 
iron and steel are not yet affected. 

A prominent government official is 
quoted as saying that the United 
States is enjoying a period of “pros- 
perous tranquility,” and his statement 
would seem to be a fairly accurate 
description of the present situation. If 
it can be maintained, all will be well, 
but abnormally low prices for grain 
and cotton might disturb the tranquil- 
lity alluded to, and it is recommended 
that merchants should keep an observ- 
ant eye upon the market for the com- 
modities named and the other prod- 
ucts of American agriculture,
